TO THE RAINY RIVER, 


E. S, SHEPARD-S IMPRESSIONS OF THE 


COUNTRY. 


The Pin« it of «n Inferior Quality and Hard 


to Get at the Land it Hardly What hat 


B««n Claimed For It 


Leaving Uhinelander at 4:05 a. in. 


on the M. L. S. & W. Ry, one reaches 
Duluthalll a. m., and at 4 p. m., 
one can take the train on the Diilnth 
and Iron Ran^u R'y and arrive in 
Tower at 6:30 the same day. 
Tower 


is a village of four or five thousand 
pconle, mostly miners, who are work- 
ing in the Vermilion iron mines, 
which produce a hard ore but of a 
good quality and comparatively easily 
mined. 
The ore is shipped by rail to 


Two Harbors on Lake Superior, where 
the company own large ore docks, 
and thence cast, by lake to market. 
In casting about Tower you will 
notice that with the exception of two 
saw mills, that manufacture about 
20,000,000 ft. of lumber annually, the 
business is all mining. Tower is a 
beautiful town situated on a bay of 
Lake Vermilion with its thousand 
rocky islands destined to become a 
summer resort of mure than ordinary 
note. 
Several small steamers ply 


between Tower and points of depart- 
ure around the lake which is some 
thirty miles in extent. Our party, 
which numbered six all told, bought 
thrctr birch bark canoes and supplies 
for ,t month's'(rip and started down 
the lake to lh«r-> outlet, which is 
a stream six times as ta'rge as the 
Wisconsin at Rhinelander, arid called 
Vermilion river. 
We were bent, on 


locating some of the pine homesteads 
that we had heard so much about, on 
the 
streams emptying into Rainy 


River from the American side. Down 
this stream on both sides wo found 
occasionally a grove of small rough 
pine. 
The country is mostly unsur- 


veyed, bul every } section containing 
300,000 and upward had a good sub- 
stantial log house on it, and upon the 
loor was recorded the name of some 
Michiganrier, or some other gander, 
and the dates of his semi-annual 
visits to his claim, showing his in- 
:ention to hold it down by sundry 
threats inscribed ou the notice as to 
what he would do with any sucker he 
I'xruld ' ftnd "W 'h)s return trying to 
urnp his claim. There are fourteen 
»rtages to make around falls and 
heavy rapids to rough to run with our 
mall birch 
bark canoes.

Vim Lake was reached, where we 
were obliged to lay up for several 
hours on account of wind. Here we 
made another detour through the 
Country, and by climbinga high rocky 
edge of granite for about 1500 
feet,

Col. Van Noonini, the manager of the 
stock farm, "rove us quickly over the in- 
tervening mile, rounding up in fine 
style at the famous log cabin, and set- 
ting us down in the heart of Mr. 1'alm- 
er\s farm of seven hundred acres. 


I might quote the St. Louis girl here 


and say that it is "as line a seven hun- 
dred acres as 1 ever set my foot upon." 


The Palmer log cabin is a favorite 


resort for driving parties and visitors 
and there were a number in advance of 
us. A woman with a man's hat on her 
head was scolding about the trouble 
these same visitors gave her. 
She did 


not need to tell us she was "Scootch," 
for her tongue betrayed her. We pre- 
ferred to find out for ourselves the his- 
tory of the relics. 


The cabin itself is built of logs with 


the bark left on in its rough state. The 
only decorative feature of the estcrior 
are the dove-tailed corners and the col- 
ored glass windows of primitive art. 
The cabin is filled with interesting relics 
of the Palmer family. 
An ancient 


?lock on the stairs, and its consort be- 
low, are centuries old. A tablet of 
brass tells thc history of each. Old- 
fashioned rag carpels and braided rag 
mats cover the ISoors. Immense o[>en 
fireplaces with brass nnd iron andirons 
avc ill each room. The low erndle on 
rockers, in which lion. Tom and all thc 
numerous mcml>ers of the Palmer fam- 
ily were rocked, a very artistic bit of old 
mahogany, was flanked by the tiny 
chairs in which he and his wife dis- 
ported thcraselves in early infancy. 
There, too, was the ancient warming 
par. of the winter age. Dishes and

ing. 
Taken all in all it would bike n 


big factory employing considerably 
over one hundred men to equal this 
school in commercial value to the town. 
How much o! an effort or how much 
of "the necessary" it will take to bring 
the school here can not be known un- 
til the light is fairly on, but one tiling 
is certain—if it is within the possibili- 
ties to secure this school, Rhinelander 
will have it.

"The principal elephant depot is the 


island of Ceylon, where the natives go 
out with tame elephants and drive the 
wild ones into an iuclosnre, where they 
are chained. Elephants vary in price. 
In Burmah you can sometimes get a 
good animal for one thousand dollars, 
and, again, Jumbo brought at first some 
ten thousand dollars.

Von Moltke. 


In his early manhood Moltke was 


called "The Silent Dane," and later he 
was popularly known RS "The Great 
Taciturn;" yet he could speak seven 
languages fluently. Although one of 
the world's profouudest and sternest 
soldiers, he was one of the most modest 
and affectionate of them. Occasionally 
one might see him in llcrlin driving in 
a plain cab, or sauntering along a prin 
cipa.1 street looking in at the shop win- 
dows, but few recognized him. He was 
as regular as the sun in his daily tasks; 
and even in the lighter employments of 
his long life, he was ever painstakin 
and methodical. 
Out. of these traits 


grew, withal, his fine literary ability, 
that, besides his published letters, pro- 
duced several valuable military his- 
tories. 


The crowning honor of his life was 


the way Germany celebrated the com- 
pletion of his ninetieth year. From the 
Baltic to the Alps, from the Vosges to 
the Vistula, every household joined in 
the great jubilee, hung out the national 
colors and likenesses of Jloltkc in flags 
and torches. Berlin "was dccorale'd an 
enthusiastic as it had never before bee 
for any private citizens.

tat in th« Old Town of Corfu. 


The narrow, dirty streets of Corfu, 


cluttered up with all sorts of market- 
ing and wares, presented a rntlK-r 
strange appearance to us as we walked 
up from the landing on the afternoon 
of our arrival, writes a traveler. The 
odd signs above the doors, in the good 
old Greek characters, and the short 
pants and petticoat costumes of the in- 
habitants made us realize ngian tlmt 
we were among a totally different peo- 
ple. 


Although the Greek people of Corfu 


hare changed somewhat by their con- 
tact with the English, they have still 
the common Greek characteristics. \Ve 
found no better place in which to study 
their habits find customs than in the 
many "Galatopolcions," or Greek "cof- 
fee hou»««," which they frequent.
